of images of the interior of the body, for generating a single mosaic image from the plurality 
of images of the interior of the body and from the position and orientation data of the 
imaging device. 

However, correcting predefinable movement in the interior of the body and 
correcting deformation of predefinable portions in the interior of the body is neither 
described in document 1 nor is it obvious to a person skilled in the art.
